Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  1953. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  the  population  has 
increased  from  6,449  in  1952  to  6,515  in  1953. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  birth  and  death  rates  are  adjusted  for 
comparison  with  England  and  Wales. 

The  birth  rate  (16.7)  is  slightly  higher  than  last  year  and  that 
for  England  and  Wales  (15.5). 
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The  death  rate  (11.5)  is  somewhat  higher  than  last  year  (10.2)  and 
almost  the  same  as  that  for  England  and  Wales  (11.4). 

The  chief  causes  of  death  are  from  diseases  associated  with  elderly 
people. 

The  water  supply  was  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality,  and 
the  Derwent  Valley  Scheme  was  completed  during  the  year. 

The  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  New  Packington  is  still  waiting 
for  the  consent  of  the  Ministry. 

25  Houses  were  completed  during  the  year,  making  a total  of  269 
houses  completed  in  the  Post-War  period,  266  of  these  by  the  local 
authority. 

The  total  number  of  applicants  for  Council  houses  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  284,  and  the  number  of  applications  received  during  the 
year  was  46. 

With  respect  to  general  house  conditions  the  position  is  rapidly 
deteriorating,  due  to  the  large  proportion  of  old  property  in  the  area. 

176  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  occurred  during  the  year.  This 
included  158  cases  of  Measles,  2 cases  of  Food  Poisoning,  and  one  of 
Poliomyelitis  (Paralytic).  Most  of  the  Measles  cases  were  notified 
during  the  month  of  July.  This  is  the  first  time  cases  of  Food  Poisoning 
have  been  notified,  and  both  cases  were  very  mild.  The  case  of  Polio- 
myelitis was  mild. 

Again  I must  comment  on  the  low  number  of  children  receiving 
immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  particularly  primary  Immunisation. 
There  must  be  a dangerously  high  percentage  of  the  child  population 
at  present  susceptible  to  diphtheria. 

I am  pleased  to  say  the  number  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register 
has  fallen,  only  2 cases  having  been  added  during  the  year. 

I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  of  the  County  Council  for  their  help  and 
co-operation. 

Finally,  I must  thank  Mr.  T.  H.  Farrell,  Surveyor  and  Sanitary 
Inspector,  and  Mr.  R.  E.  Moore,  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  for 
their  invaluable  help  during  the  year,  and  to  you,  Ladies  and 
Gentlemen,  for  your  kindness  and  courtesy.

HOSPITALS 

All  hospitals  are  under  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board, 
with  the  exception  of  a few  private  Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes. 
The  County  Homes  for  aged  and  infirm  people  are  under  the  County 
Council.  When  they  become  ill  they  are  the  responsibility  of  the 
Hospital  Board. 


TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS
